The killing ot Mr. Gould at the resi- 


dence of his friend, Gen. Waite, by '.lie 
colored man, Joseph Winn, is one of 
the most shocking events that has oc- 
curred in Chicago for many years, says 
the Tribune, and it does not relieve the 
painfnlness of the sad affair that the 
death of Sir. Gould was not the result of 
malice, revenge, or evil intention. 
On 


the other hand, the circumstances make 
it even more sorrowful than, if it could 
be attributed to any of the above-men- 


3»tioned motives. With the testimony be- 


fore them, about which there could be 
no question, the jury of inquest could 
not do otherwise than justify the homi- 
cide and discharge the prisoner, as no 
blame attached to him in the premises. 


This testimony showed that Mr. Gould 


and his friend, Gen. Waite, belonged to 
that altogether-too-numcrous class in 
the community known as practical jok- 
ers. 
Visiting the rooms of the latter, 


they conceived the idea of playing a 
practical joke upon his major-domo, 
Winn, who .had stepped out for a mo- 
ment and carelessly left the door open, 
by making him think a burglar had been 
through the rooms. They disarranged 
various articles of furniture and cloth 
ing, and then went into the bath-room 
and shut the door, 
to await the 


result when 
Winu 
should 
return. 


What the 
horrible 
result 
was is 
uiiry too weu known. 
Winn came back, 


and, finding every thing in disorder, 
naturally concluded that thieves were in 
the apartments, 
and, securing Gen. 


Waite's pistol, he commenced a search 
for them. Finding that the bath-room 
door, thougli unlocked, would not open, 
and that some one was standing against 
t, he demanded of the occupants that 
they should come out. 
Had their prac- 


tical joke ended at this point—had they 
opened the door, or had one of them 
spoken—the fearful catastrophe mi"-ht 
have been averted ; but they only kept 
silent and resisted Winn's effort to open 
the door. 
Finding that he could get no 


answer from them, and that he could 
not make them come out, he drew his 
pistol and fired through the door, the 
ball entering Gould's head. Gen. Waite 
then cried out in alarm, but it was for- 
ever too late. The leaden messenger 
had done its work. The practical joke 
had resulted in the almost instant death 
of Mr. Gould. 


As wo have said, no blame can attach 


to the colored man. 
Had the two men 


been burglars in reality, he would have 
been considered a hero. As it was, lie 
proved himself a courageous man, and 
only did what he imagined to be his 
duty, and what he was 
warranted 


in considering his duty, in defending his 
employer's property from the depreda- 
tions of thieves. 
mere is not. a pnaso ol this aflair 


that is not mure than ordinarily painful. 
Mr. Gould was in the very flush of 
manhood, a great favorite in society, 
prospered in his business, and with 
bright hopes for the future before him. 
In nn instant of time, and in the midst 
of his hilarity over what was a very silly 
joke, he was sent to his grave, and his 
friends and relatives are pluno-ed into 
grief over the needless, foolish, and 
even foolhardy manner in which he 
came to his death. 
There is nothing in 


this homicide that can mitigate its hor- 
ror. 
Tlu-.re is not an association con- 


nected with it that does not tend to pro- 
duce a lifelong regret. The man who 
shot him was an honest, faithful servant, 
who only did his duty, and yet must 
forever regret that he did it. 
Though 


Gen. 
Waite did not propose the joke, 


he must forever regret that he did not 
oppose it, or at least that he did not end 
it before it had gone so far. 
The death 


of his friend does not lie at his door, 
thougli he was a party to the joke; but 
the regret will remain there all the 
same; and that regret will be so keen 
and so poignant that it will be forever u 
solemn lesson. 


In the midst of so much grief, and in 


considering an event so mournful and 
at the same time so unintentional in its 
consequences, it is hard to make harsh 
criticism, but it is none the less de- 
manded. The fate of Mr. Gould ouelit

Death ol'Irwin Uussell. 


The New Orleans Times of Duei. 2-1 


says: Irwin Russell, a native of Fort 
Gibson and a frequent contributor to 
Scribner's 
Monthly, 
and for a short 


while past employecl upon the Times, 
died last evening, after a short, but se- 
vere illness. 
He was a young man of 


bright intellect and finished education. 
He practised law in Port Gibson for a 
while, but, becoming enamored of a Bo- 
hemian life, set out in search of fame 
and 
fortune. 
Few men ever got so. 


many buffets from the hand of fate, and 
still fewer so little benefit. 
His exist- 


ence was a struggle with necessity from 
the time he left his home, and, although 
his prospects were always line, he never 
lived to establish himself permanently 
anywhere. 
His health failing him in 


New York, and finding if he remained 
there he would certainly die in a few 
weeks, the poor boy shipped on. board 
a steamer and worked his way here, 
near his childhood's home. 


He was employed occasionally upon 


this paper, and while so, wrote many a 
pretty little poem, and many a little 
catch which reveal an inner life which 
hard lines hid from tho view of the 
world. 
His fund of humor showed it- 


self best in dialect writing, and some 
things he has written have already found 
permanent resting places in the 
com- 


piled editions of American humorous 
verse. 


By a strange coincidence, his last 


published lines were written upon the 
subject of his own grave. 
Let the 


reader cast his eye over them, and see 
what is the lesson this just completed 
life teaches. They appeared in the 
Times of December 14:

Meyers has expressed the unique 
specimen to Thomas L. Kimbali, gene- 
ral passenger and ticket agent of tiie 
Union Pacific, in whose office it is now 
on exhibition. 


It was a source of much surmising 


yesterday upon the part of dozens of visit- 
ors at the Union Pacific headquarters 
as to how the horns became thus fast- 
ened, and how many years this lord of 
the sheep tribe has been impaled in the 
lonely mountains of Idaho. 
Some are- 


of the opinion that the animal, 
in 


search of food, was caught in the forks 
of the tree scores of years ago, 
when it 


was a mere sapling, and unable to ex- 
tricate itself, there died, the tree grad- 
ually growing over the skull. 
Such in- 


stances in the case of deer are very 
common, but none has ever been chron- 
icled, or at least not reported, in which 
the wonderfully muscular mountain ram 
has met such a fate. 


Another theory is that some Indian 


or old-time employee of the great fur 
companies received a straight-away hit 
from the ram; and in a fit of revenue 
hung his ramsliip up to recall the inci 
dent of the unfortunate affair and in- 
dulge in remorse, but forgot to take him 
down. 
Another is that m one of those 


terrific battles in which mountain rams 
often indulge each other, this one was 
"dodged" by his antagonist at a very 
critical period, and a forked sapling 
received the onslaught, never after o-;v- 
ing up its embrace. 
Certain it is the 


ram got in a very bad fix, is dead, and 
is one of the most valuable and curious 
specimens ever sent to Mr. Kimball's 
oil!ce.—Omaha Republican. 


Some 30 years ago, says the Taunton 


Gazette, an interment was made in a 
cemetery in Swanscy, Mass., in which 
the grave was laid "with bricks at the 
sides and bottom and covered with a 
flat stone, hermetically scaled. 
Some 


25 years subsequent the friends had oc- 
casion to open the grave for the purpose 
of removing the body to another place 
of sepulehcr. 
On reaching the coffin a 


most singular sight presented itself. 
Its entire surface, top, bottom and sides, 
was overgrown with a thread-like vine, 
millions of fibers uf which had entwined 
themselves together as completely as 
though braided by 
artificial means, 


forming a netting one inch in thickness, 
and its entire surface as even as though 
pressed out by some heavy weight.

H. Wood of Swansey, in an excellent 
state of preservation. 
Its color was a 


dark brown. 
It is well worth examina- 


tion. 
With no earth in the grave, it is a 


question of some interest where thoso 
Vines took their origin.

The clergy of various denominations 


in Minneapolis have taken up the move- 
ment against extravagance at funerals, 
of which there have been a few signs re- 
cently in certain parts of the East. 
A 


circular was prepared, sent out and 
signed, which sets forth that there has 
often been observed in funerals needless 
confusion and pain owing to the unwise 
action of well meaning friends, and that 
custom has inclined to make them more 
expensive, until, in some cases, the de- 
sire to render loving tribute to the dead, 
or to conform to wliat is thought to be 
required, involves a burdensome outlay. 
Accordingly, it is recommended that so 
far as my be, fuiierals be from the house 
and that the services be separated from 
the interment. 
Tlie advantages of this 


plan are enumerated as follows: 
It 


leaves the family to take farewell of its 
dead undisturbed by onlookers; it di- 
minishes by so much the pang of the 
most grievous hour in the whole event; 
it gives a peculiar tenderness and power 
of consolation to the presence of friends 
at the devotional service; it does away 
with the inevitable confusion that at- 
tends tin. removal of the collin and 
the 


marshaling of a funeral procession, and 
removes the necessity of attendant vehi- 
cles which form so large a part of the 
customary expense.

tj', Pa., tho remains of tho late Rebecca 
Kvans were buried. 
She was without 


doubt one of tho strangest women of her 
time, and the story of her life and 
sur- 


roundings is romantic and remarkable. 
She died at the advanced age of 88, and 
was never married. She had lived alone 
for the past oO years, and for years and 
years before that lived in company with 
her brother, who was insane. 
The man 


died about liO years ago, and for several 
years before his death was confined just 
outside tho house in a large pen, made 
by building a high fence. 
Before this 


he ran about the country dressed in a 
frock, and to this tho people who.lived 
in the neighborhood objected; hence his 
confinement. 
The property for years 


has not been kept in repairs, and the 
buildings, which consist of a two and a 
half story house and small barn, looked 
20 years ago as though they had been 
deserted for a century. 
There was not 


a sash in the house that did not have 
the glass broken out; some of the shut- 
ters were hanging on one hinge and 
some lying under the windows; tho 
fence about the yard falling over,boards 
dropped off the barn and holes rotted in 
the roof. Tart of the pen in which her 
brother 
was kept is still standing! 


Across one field near Mill Creek, which" 
runs along the farm, stood a two-story 
and a half tenement house which has 
only been occupied for a year or two 
during a period of 25 years ; consequent- 
ly it is in about the same condition as 
the other buildings.—New York Star.
